LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL. 


Under the provisions of the Sierra Leone (Legislative Council) Order-in-Council, 1924, three 
members are elected to the Legislative Council for a term of five years each, viz. two for the Urban and 
one for the Rural Ilectoral Districts. 


The Urban Electoral District consists of the City of Freetown (section 5, of Ordinance No. 38 of 
1927) together with the Sherbro Judicial District (Schedule A to Cap. 189). 


The Rural Electoral District consists of those parts of the Colony excluding the City of Freetown, 
which are within the Peninsula of Sierra Leone, together with Tasso Island and the Banana Islands. 


The electorate is confined to male British subjects, or natives of the Protectorate capable of reading 
and writing English or Arabic, of twenty-one years of age, having resided for twelve months in the electoral 
district in which the vote is claimed. 


The property qualifications are: in the Urban Electoral District, ownership or occupation of premises 
of not less than £10 in value, or receipt of a yearly salary of not less than £100; and in the Rural 
Electoral District, ownership or occupation of premises of not less than £6 in value, or receipt of a yearly 
salary of not less than £60. 


No person is capable of being elected a member of the Legislative Council if he is not twenty-five 
years of age, if he has been dismissed from the Government Service or debarred from practising as a legal 
or medical practitioner by a competent authority, or is in the public service of the Colony or Protectorate, 
or is not registered as an elector. The property qualification for a member is the possession of real or 
personal property of the value of £250 for the Urban and £100 for the Rural Electoral Districts.

The Municipal Corporation of Freetown is governed by the provisions of Ordinance No. 38 of 1927 
(for Municipalities and other Local Bodies, see Section 7).

“ImporTs FOR HomE ConsuMmpTiIon”’ include goods entered for use in the Colony at the time 
of importation, and goods cleared for home use ex-warehouse. 


Imports statistics do not include personal luggage, but parcels of dutiable goods are included in 
the statistics. 


COUNTRIES TO WHICH IMPORTS AND EXPORTS ARE CREDITED. 


Imports are classified as received from the countries of origin. 


Exports are credited to countries of final destination. 


METHOD OF ASCERTAINING QUANTITIES AND VALUES OF IMPORTS AND EXPports. 


The statements of quantities and values are based on the declaration of importers and exporters and 
subsequently checked by the Customs. Where goods are entered by weight the quantities shown 
as imported (except in cases where duty is charged on the gross weight) and exported represent the net 
weight exclusive of packages, sacks, casks, etc., in which they may be contained. 


The value of imports are exclusive of the amount of duty, and are “‘c.i.f.”; the values of exports 
are “f.o.b.”’ values, inclusive of export duty. 


Imports by parcel post are not classified according to their nature but are separately recorded, 
and are entered according to value.

There are no manufactures in the Colony or Protectorate. Simple articles for local use are made, the more important 
being baskets, boats and canoes, bouts, shoes, sandals, coco-nut oil, cotton cloths, coarse dyestuffs (principally indigo), 
fishing-nets, seines, furniture. ground-nut oil, hammocks (cloth and grass), leather. building lime made from oyster shells, 
mats, palm oil, pottery. ropes and fishing lines. soap. Two companies (Freetown Cold Storage Company and the Crown 
Bottling Company) manufacture ice and mineral waters. 


SUMMARY OF INDUSTRIAL DEVELOPMENT. 





An Agricultural Station for the introduction and breeding of rices was opened in the Scarcies Area in 1934 with a view to 
developing an export industry in this product. 


Progress has been made with an experimental plantation aR dy to yield timber and fuel, 120 acres having now 
been treated. The Taungya system of improving the natural forests is being continued in four forest reserves. 
An enumeration survey 1s in progress with a view to exploitation. 


The mining industry made much progress during the year. Platinum prouuction increased slightly. Renewed activity 
was noticeable in platinum prospecting towards the close of the year. Alluvial gold mining attracted. much attention and 
many new interests entered the field. he Sierra Leone a eens Company, Limited, contined their activities in gold mining 
within the area of their special exclusive prospecting licence. The Diamond Agreement was executed during the year granting 
the monopoly in the euploniiion and exploitation of diamond to the Sierra Leone Selection Trust, Limited. Iron ore mining 
is now ait established industry. :

The roads of the cap- 
ital of the Colony are for the most 
part wide, well laid out and 
drained. Of the total mileage open to 
traffic, approximately seventeen and a- 
half miles have been metalled with 
laterite and some ten and a-quarter 
miles provided with concrete drains 
on modern lines. The main arterial 
roads are in general use for motor 
traffic and nearly sixteen miles have 
been bitumen surfaced.
